TALBOT, ASSISTANT TO CHAIRMAN OF CEQ FOR INTERNATIONAL 
AND SCIENTIFIC AFFAIRS. FROM U.S. SIDE, WE WOULD PLAN 
OUTLINE MAIN POINTS CONTAINED PRESIDENT'S RECENT ENVIRON- 
MENTAL MESSAGE AND GENERAL DIRECTIONS OF THE NEW ADMINIS- 
TRATION IN KEY ENVIRONMENTAL AREAS SUCH AS CLEAN AIR ACT 
AMENDMENTS, ENERGY-ENVIRONMENT. FROM THE EC, WE WOULD 
VERY MUCH APPRECIATE HEARING ANY SIGNIFICANT NEW BROAD 
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POLICY DEVELOPMENTS, INCLUDING A RUNDOWN OF THE HIGHLIGHTS 
OF THE NEW FIVE-YEAR PLAN. 

3. BECAUSE OF THE GENERAL, POLICY LEVEL INTEREST IN THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT SUBJECT (PARA 2.F, REFTEL), WE 
SUGGEST IT BE NEXT ITEM ON AGENDA, TO BEGIN LATE MORNING 
JUNE 27. IN RELATION POINTS RAISED REFTEL, WE WILL HAVE 
SOME INTERESTING DEVELOPMENTS TO DISCUSS, INCLUDING NEW 
INITIATIVES TO TRY TO IMPROVE THE EIS PROCESS, AND WAYS 

IN WHICH IT IS BEING INTEGRATED INTO THE GOVERNMENT PLAN- 
NING PROCESS. WE ARE VERY MUCH INTERESTED IN DIS- 
CUSSING THE ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT ISSUE IN RELATION 
TO DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE, AND HOPE IT WILL BE A TWO-WAY 
DISCUSSION. WE ANTICIPATE THAT THE EC DELEGATION WILL 
BE PREPARED TO PRESENT IN SOME DETAIL THE STATUS OF ITS 
DEVELOPMENT OF COMMUNITY- WIDE GUIDELINES, INCLUDING ANY

DIFFERENCES IN LEGAL SYSTEMS INVOLVED. IF EC NONETHELESS 
WISHES TO ADDRESS THAT SPECIFIC THEME UNDER THE BROADER 
ISSUE OF "PUBLIC PARTICIPATION," PLEASE ADVISE.
